He said that he understood that the 


purpose of the proposed legislation was 
o submit.to a popular election, the quos- 
iori aa to whether Eeno would acquiri 
;he existing water works, at an apprniaec 
value, or to build new water works 
That all other things being equal and as 
suming that the price paid would be 
fair one, he thought it would bo bette 
to acquire the existing water works, a 
there would be ample revenue to mee 
the bonds issued for purchase. Whereas 
if the city built new water works, i 
would have the competition of the~ol 
company for some time and the city' 
revenue would be insufficient. It migh 
be assumed that in the 'end the citj 
water works would drive the old work 
out of business, but certainly no fai 
minded man could look with favor xipo: 
action which would practically destro 
the capital of good citizens, provide: 
they were willing to sell at a fair price 
Mr. Newlands said that he had not see 
the proposed bill and did not know wha 
its provisions would be, but certainly h 
could see no objection to submitting th 
purchase of the existing water works 
electric light and gas plant, to the peo 
pie, after an appraisal had been made, a 
a popular vote would doubtless reject th 
purchase if it was not advantageous. 


Mr. Newlands insisted, however, tha 


a comprehensive plan would require pro 
vision for storage of water and that th 
bill should cover this point. He sai 
that the river was useful for three pui 
poses, irrigation, water supply to Ren 
and power, and that during three month 
in the year the flow of the river was s< 
scanty as to imperil all these uses. E 
said that the storage of water, in orde 
to. maintain the volume of the strea; 
during the period of drought, was al 
solutely essential and should be at th 
basis of any comprehensive plan for th 
settlement of the water question. Ho' 
could the irrigation question be settle 
if the crops were imperiled in the dr 
years? How could more land be pu 
under irrigation unless the volume 
the stream was increased during the ho 
season when water was most required 
How could the river be relied upon fo 
power for the electric plant, the flou 
mill and general manufacturing, who 
the stream was inadequate three month 
in the year? How could pure water b 
furnished the inhabitants if the stream 
became so scanty as to concentrate th 
filth running into it from the town 
above Reno? 


Mr. Newlands did not discuss the ques 


tion of price for any of the properties re 
ferred to." He simply claimed that an 
bill passed should give ample power o 
acquisition, so that the people of Ren 
and Washoe county, when they desire t 
act upon the matter, would not fin 
themselves restrained by the organic nc 
itself. They ought to have the power t 
do what they wish to do and the submif 
sion to a popular vote would prevent an 
imposition upon the public.

THE PRICE OF PEPPER. 


M Helped to Change the HlHtory of 


tbe Old World. 


In the sixteenth century all the pep. 


per consumed in England was bough* 
by tbe English merchant* from the 
Dutch, who brought it from India. 
Owing to racial jealousy, toe Dutch 
traders in 1699 raised tbe cost from 8 
•billings to 6 anil lings per poncd. This 
petty display ot ill feeling oaueed oon- 
Biderable annoyanpe to the English mer- 
chants and aroused in them tbat feeling 
ot independence which has always been 
so characteristic of oar race. 


Tbey determined to import tbeir pep- 


per direct from India in tbeir own 
sbipg, and for this purpose farmed a 
company, called tbe Governor and 
Company of Merchants of London Trad- 
ing to the East Indies, and which in 
latter days became eventually known 
as tbe East India company, 


Tbeir first voyages embroiled them 


in almost innumerable quarrels witb 
the Dutch and Portuguese, and for a 
time tbe venture proved a financial fail- 
ure. It was not nntil 1615 tbat tbe 
'company became Fnccessfal and obtained 
lucrative treaties, owing to tbeir de- 
cisively defeating the Portuguese. 


From this time on tbeir poesegsions 


gradually increased, slowly at first, and 
then very rapidly, nntil, by tbe wise 
and beneficial management of snob men 
as dive, Warren Hastings and Corn- 
wallis, they exercised sovereignty over 
tbe greater portion of India. 


In this manner it happened tbat an 


increase in tho price of pepper momen- 
tously affected the history of mankind.
